REPORT FARM IMPROVEMENT 
LOANS ACT— 1946 


During 1946, 13.030 farmers obtain¬ 
ed loans totalling nearly $10,000,000 
r the Farm Improvement Lo 

A< t. A report covering tlie first 
yc r operation of this net was tab¬ 
led in Parliament recently by the 
Mini: ter of Finance, Honourable 
Abbott. 

Lo n ' nro'inadc* through tlie 3,100 
hr ache; oi the chartered hanks for 
the improvement and development 
is farms and for the improvement 
of living conditions on farms. The 
interest rate is >t r / simple interest 
per annum, and loans may he made 
for periods up to ten years. The leg¬ 
islation aims at assisting particular¬ 
ly Hie average farmer who in the 
past lias not always been able to ob¬ 
tain bank credit for farm improve¬ 
ment purposes. 

Farm Implements and farm trucks 
account for $7,488,347 of loans made 
during 1946. These loans represent 
an actual sales volume of approxi¬ 
mately $12,500,000. From informat¬ 
ion available it is reasonable to 
assume that practically all farm im¬ 
plement sales in Canada requiring 
financing are now being finneeil 
either through loans obtainable un¬ 
der .!u» Farm Improvement Loans 
Art o• through regular hank loans. 
The result should ho a substantial 
saving to the farmer, not only in 
the purchase price of his farm im¬ 
plements but also .in finance charge

Included in the total arc loans to 
1.008 farmers to clear and break an 
estimated 50,000 acres of new land 
mostly in Hu* pioneer sections of 
western Canada. Loans for founda¬ 
tion and breeding stock accounted 
foi 303 loans totalling $190,937. 

One of the most important classes 
of loans is that for the construction 
alteration and repair of farm build¬ 
ings including farm dwellings and 
separate houses for farm help. As 
the supply of material and labour 
becomes more adequate, it is expect¬ 
ed that loans for these purposes 
will be greatly expanded.

A (iRKAT DEAL HAS BEEN HEARD lately concerning England’s 
difficult financial position and her apparent failure to recover quickly and 
completely from the effects of the war. It would almost seem that in some 
reports dealing with this subject, there can be detected a note of satisfaction 
In seeing the British people contending with what is without doubt one of 
the most critical periods in the history of their country. However, in spite 
of the adverse conditions there, many observers are confident that Britain 
will come through this, as she came through the seemingly hopeless months 
when she stood alone against the powerful and aggressive forces of Ger¬ 
many and Italy. Her people did not give up then, and it is unlikely that 
they will give up now. 


CALGARY. — The promised big- 
scale oil exploration program in 
Canada’s west gathered impetus 
when major and independent compan¬ 
ies staked locations for 14 wells. 

The list of new sites—all of which 
will get drilling under way this 
month—includes four in the South 
Princess area, scene of a promising 
Madison lime oil discovery in 1946; 
one at nearby Brooks; three in the 
Lloydminster-Lone rock area, which 
is perhaps the west’s best bet for a 
major source of heavy crude- two in 
the virgin area south of the recent 
Leduc oil dtocyyery; and one each in 
Turner Valley, Baxter Lake and

At Yellowknife, in the North-West 
Territories, a franchise has been 
awarded which will result in the im¬ 
mediate formation of the Yellowknife 
Telephone Company Limited, to elim¬ 
inate the great inconvenience of 
“walking” when the flick of a dial 
will serve the purpose. Scores of busi¬ 
ness organizations and residents of 
the booming frontier mining town 
have pledged financial aid through 
the purchase of shares in the new 
company. 

The lines will weave a zig-zag pat¬ 
tern from a nerve-centre in Yellow¬ 
knife over hundreds of miles of al¬ 
most unmarked terrain, connecting 
up outlying camps such as Giauque 
Lake, Salmita-Courageous, Johnston

Contributions to U.N.R.R.A. total¬ 
led $620,000,000, while the amount given for pre-U.N.R.R.A., European re¬ 
lief, excluding Germany, was $400,000,000. Loans to France totalled $400,- 
000.000 also, and loans and giants to Greece amounted to $166,000,000. In 
post-U.N.R.R.A. relief Italy has received $220,000,000 from Britain while 
over $80,000,000 was sent to Austria in loans and grants.

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SLEEPY LITTLE TOWN IN BELGIAN 
CONGO GETS URANIUM BOOST 


NEW YORK.—Uranium, key ele¬ 
ment of the atomic age, has trans¬ 
formed sleepy little Elizabethville in 
the Belgian Congo into a bustling city 
of 20,000 with modern sidewalk cafes, 
the latest model cars and the newest 
motion pictures, reports a corres¬ 
pondent of the Svenska Dagbladet. 

The uranium deposits near Eliza- 
bcthville, together with those in Can¬ 
ada, are the world’s prime source of 
the newly valuable material, and a 
whole new way of life has grown up 
in the area as European whites and 
African negroes work to produce it. 

Nearly 20,000 negroes, some of 
them imported from the primeval 
woods of the lower Congo, toil in the 
uranium, copper, cobalt and tungsten 
mines which cluster around Elizabeth¬ 
ville. For a 10-hour day under the 
earth they get 20 francs (50 cents) 
plus meals and quarters. 


Europeans, living along the broad, 
cemented streets of Elizabethville, 
lead a life of comparative luxury. The 
climate is mild and pleasant, and at 
4,000 feet there are no mosquitoes to 
remind residents that they are in the 
heart of Africa. The legendary tom¬ 
toms have been replaced by blaring 
saxophones, and three-score years 
after Stanley crossed the Congo to be 
the first white man in the area, mod¬ 
ern mines and tall chimneys dot the 
landscape. Belgian Sabcna airliners 
regularly come and go from a modern 
airport. 

Other and older stand-bys contiib- 
ute to the wealth of Elizabethville, 
too. Ivory is still a valuable com¬ 
modity, and everything from gold to 
bananas brings income to the area. 
Approximately 25,000 miles of rail¬ 
roads and 10,000 miles of trafficablc 
i waterways exist in the region. 


Revision of the agreement between 
the United States and Canada cover¬ 
ing air services over the international 
boundary has been completed and the 
details were announced recently by 
the State Department. Lester B. 
Pearson, Canadian secretary of state 
for external affairs, said the new 
terms are acceptable to Canada. 

On the routes designated by the 
agreement, airlines authorized by the 
respective governments may operate 
with the right to take on and put 
down passengers, mail and cargo at 
the specified terminal of the foregin 
country. 

Western services covered by the 
agreement include, for United States 
lines, Fargo-Winnipeg; Great Falls- 
Lethbridge; Seattle-Vancouver; Seat¬ 
tle - Whitehorse; Fairbanks - White¬ 
horse. For airlines designated by the 
Canadian government the routes in¬ 
clude Port Arthur-Duluth; Victoria- 
Seattle; Whitehorse-Fair'banks; Win¬ 
nipeg- Sault Ste. Marie; North Bay- 
Toronto.

He intended to go down to theMari- 
tlme Provinces and buy a little farm 
His chan res were about equal to my 
chance of becoming a millionaire 
and that—well look for that when It 
becomes a common sight for crows 
In spring to turn into human*beings. 
Still the criminal takes that chance. 

The budget was brought down in 
Ottawaa short time ago. I wonder 
how many people In Canada are un¬ 
aware of it. We are very peculiar 
about things of this kind. We are 
pleased with the government when 
it reduce* our taxes. Yes, and we 
ought to be blit 111 this case it was 
inevitable that a reduction in taxa¬ 
tion should take place. The war is 
over, part of that great outlay is still 
with us In our tax bills. We have the 
returned men to take care of and wo 
must use them right. We have th » 
interest of the debt. Interest rates 
are lower but total volume of debt 
is much greater than it was after 
the last war. 

There are, of course, critics. Some 
claim that th* hidden taxes chould 
have been removed, excise taxs, ral¬ 
es tax. luxury taxes, taxes on tobacco 
soft drinks, candy bars. Tlio income* 


ion;.ry pressures continue there is a 
danger that the gains which should 
accrue from reductions In the sales 
tax might not be passed on immedi¬ 
ately to the consumer. A reduction 
in the income tax, does improve the 
standard of living and to some extent 
at least tends to prevent pressure 
lor increased wage rates which even 
timliy find their expression in a 
higher cost of living. Business men 
would have preferred to have seen 
the immediate abolition of the ex¬ 
cess profits tax. This is natural e- 
nough but there is a way of escape. 
They may reduce prices to the ex¬ 
tent that they would no longer have 
excess profits to be taxed. This 
might be bad for the revenue but de¬ 
cidedly good for the economy in gen¬ 
eral. perhaps too good for business 
in general. There may be some of 
that done before the end of the year. 

What of thefuture? There are only 
two great nations in the world to¬ 
day v.hicli are prosperous. What two 
are they? Canada and the United 
States. Those two rank first, there 
are other smaller countries,Switzer- 
land, Norway, Sweden, New Zealand, 
perhaps Australia, but Canada and 
the United States are today the 
two most prosperous countries in 
the world. 

What of the future? The future 
depends on udd/ng fo the number of 
prosperous nations. Canada and the 
I 'lilted States cannot remain indiv¬ 
idually prosperous in a world which 
Is in misery.

MORE FOOD 


Britain and almost the whole of 
Europe desperately needs more food. 
More eggs, bacon, butter, cheese, 
cream, milk, fruit Juices and meats 
of all kinds. There is but one way 
that more food can be provided 
which is for farmers to produce 
more. 

For farmers to be induced to pro¬ 
duce more food, however, requires 
higher prices. It is the only method 
known which will induce farmers »o 
work longer hours, to be able to hire 
more labour, to make it possible for 
farmers to bring additional lund into 
production which for various reasons 
at the moment is not profitable at 
present prices, but which land could 
be brought Into production if prices 
were higher. Certainly the present 
price of $1.35 for wheat paid to Can¬ 
adian farmers, basis Fort William 
(1.18 on their farms) and the pricer 
for bacon and some other product. 1 
is certainly not conducive to the 
highest production. In times of mi- 
city, therfore. high prices and not 
low r prices are the best friend ol 
people who lack food, for Hungary 
stomachs cannot be fed on mere 
low’ prices alone. 

More food is actually necessary, end 
more food can only bo produced, by 
the inducement of higher prices. As 
the British Government^homselves 
say on page 32 in the White Paper 
in their famous economic survey for
